JAPANESE ARE OFFERING ENTER PARTNERSHIP IN ATOMIC MATTERS THAT 
APPARENTLY WOULD GO WELL BEYOND SCOPE OF BILATERAL ARRANGEMENT. 
ACCEPTANCE OF JAPANESE PROPOSAL WOULD BE CONSISTENT WITH OUR INTERESTS
